The q uality of the veg etables 
stored will very larg ely determine 
its 
desirability 
as 
food. 
It 
is, 
therefore, necessary to put into 
storag e a hig h q uality veg etable 
in order to have the most appetiz­ 
ing product when it is taken out 
for eating . 
It must be remembered that 
with 
few ex ceptions, storing or 
processing does not improve the 
product. For ex ample, 
a 
larg e 
coarse carrot or a woody beet, a 
loosely formed head of cabbag e 
or an injured potato will not g row 
more tender or desirable in stor­ 
ag e. 
All veg etables should be hand­ 
led carefully to avoid breaking 
the skin or covering which pro­ 
tects the veg etable from rot or­ 
g anisms and ex cessive evapora­ 
tion. It is ex tremely important to 
put into storag e only veg etables 
that are free from insect damag e, 
disease, bruises, cracks, blemish­ 
es, cut« , sunburn, frost or me­ 
chanical
